WASHLNGTON — Hundred.« » of G I’s with 
Christm as leave, who couldn't alford com­ 
m ercial travel, tried to hitchhike home for 
the holiday s on Air Force planes going their 
way . 


Many were picked up. usually by junior 
officers fly ing work.iday planes. But some 
G I‘s were left .stranded, usually by the politi­ 
cal brass who had com mandeered plush, spa­ 
cious aircraft. 


.None of the sleek jets which teiried the 
presidential party to Palm Beach. Fla., for 
instance, picked up a single GI hitchhiker. 


Four GI*s caught a ride on a special jet, 
oihcrwi.se empty , which was ordered to Los 
Angeles to pick up California Congressman 
H aj^y Sheppard and two Air F'orce engineers, 
Alan I. .McCone and Maj Gen. A. M. Minton. 


But the hitchhikers got only as far west 
as Amarillo, Tex , where the plane stopped 
for fuel 
There it was suddenly diverted to 
Austin to pick up Vice President Ly ndon .John- 
.« on. who wanted a lidc to Washington 
He 
reversed the plane and left the GI’s .stranded 
in Tex as. 


Since the special jet never got to Calitoi nia, 
Congressman Sheppard and party . l>eing lower 
on the protocol pole, were obliged to fly from 
Angeles to Washington in a four-scat jet 
tiainer. 


The week l>cfore Christmas. .Secretary of 
Stale Dean Ru.« k flew to Paris and back in a 
roomy , nearly em pty jet.

Pessimists, Op timists, 
Sca n Future o f the U, N.

WASHINGTON - When the Un­ 
ited Nations General Assembly 
reconvenes Jan. 15 for what is 
intended but may not turn out to 
be a limited session, many critics 
m aintain that it will be a wake. 
The contention is that the U.N. 
is dy ing, if not dead — but doesn’t 
know it. When the ‘will is read 
the estate will 
be 
revealed as 
bankrupt and the survivors will 
get nothing. 
The {ics.simistic view is that the 
.spirit of the deceased may hover 
around for some time, sounding 
alarm s and tapping out resolu­ 
tions. But they will 
uninterpret- 
able and unenforceable. 
T hat’s the way the old League 
of .Nations passed 
into 
history . 
The judgment is that the League, 
born in 1920, was mortally wound­ 
ed U y ears later 
when 
Japan 
m arched 
into 
M anchuria 
and 
nothing was done to stop it. Japan 
and Germany quit the League in 
1933 as a result of world indigna­ 
tion. 
But the League kept on meeting. 
What is not generally rem em ber­ 
ed is that it settled some 40 inter­ 
national 
disputes. 
Half 
might 
have led to wars, but were not 
allowed to. 
The League was still alive when 
Italy m arched 
into Ethiopia in 
1936 in another naked aggre.ssion. 
That y ear Hitler and 
Mussolini 
formed the 
Rome - Berlin 
ax is, 
later joined by Jina n. Two y ears 
later Hitler annex ed Austria and 
Sudetenland. 
Then in 
1939 Russia 
invaded 
F'inland, G erm any invaded Poland 
and the infamous 
Hitler - Stalin 
pact cam e into being. The League, 
still functioning in Gcnrva, ex })cll- 
rd Russia. But the organization 
that was to keep the jicace was 
whittled down from 60 to 46 small 
nations, 
powerless 
to 
prevent 
World War II. 
The League itself did not go out 
of business, however, until l!» 4fi. 
That was when the new Unitpd 
Nations took over its 
surviving 
health, 
labor, 
wcltarc, 
refugee 
and trusteeship projects. 
It is useful to recall this brief 
history of the old League before 
pronouncing its successor United 
Nations dead 
It can still be a 
pretty live corpse And it might 
get well. 
Tlic U N. has surmounted ob- 
.« tadcs the League was not able 
to deal with. It prevented a Com­ 
munist takeover of South Korea 
The U..N. has sent peace forces 
into the Near F^a.st to m aintain an 
uneasy truce between Israel and 
the Arab countries. It has forces 
in the Congo try ing to bring order 
out of chaos. 
It m ay suciticd in spite of dire 
predictions of tailure.

The United Nations was unabl« 
to do any thing about Russian sup­ 
pression of freedom In Hungary 
and E ast Germ any , or about Red 
China’s take • over of Tibet and 
India’s take-over of Kashm ir. 
The list of problems the U.N. 
has been unable to solve is long. 
But its failures are m ore the fault 
of individual bad actors among 
the nations than of the U.N. orga­ 
nization as a whole. 
The m ajor problems which con­ 
front the world as 1962 begins are 
hangovers from World 
W ar 
II. 
•which .supposedly ended 16 y ears 
ago. Or did it? Perhaps this is 
just a long arm istice. 
.Against the Indian take-over of 
tiny Portuguese enclaves the U.N. 
will apparently

helpless to 
take corrective action. If this sets 
a precedent for Indonesia to move 
against New Guinea and for Red 
China to move against Southeast 
.Asia and even Taiwan, then gen­ 
eral w ar m ay be in the m aking. 
And if this does indeed m ark 
the beginning of the end for the 
U. N.. as Ambassador Adlai Stev­ 
enson forewarned, it is not neces­ 
sarily the end. 
If history should reitcat itself 
and if the U.N. is to follow the 
pattern of slow eternise set 
by 
the League, it might be six or 
eight y ears before there would be 
a World W^ar III. History has a 
way of moving more precipitously 
in this day and age than it did 
a generation ago. however. So the 
lim e might be less. 
But there is time. There is life 
in the United Nations y et. The 
United States needs a world or­ 
ganization —• not for protection, 
but to help it in its leadership 
for peace. 
If this U. N. dies, another, better 
one will have to be created. And 
there is hojie. though courage is 
required to believe in it. This is 
tiir optim istic view.

THE LAW’S BIG WORDS 
To the lay man it often seems 
as though the law and lawy ers 
vS|>eak a different language from 
the common tongue. As a m atter 
of fact, they do—and m ust—from 
the very nature of legal proced­ 
ure. This IS reflected in certain 
kinds of public notices, or legal 
advertising, apjiearing in ncws- 
pafiers of general circulation. 
.As an illustration, a Soutliern 
ncwspa|)cr some tim e ago carried 
a public notice to creditors of a 
local realty company . In effect, 
it gave them 10 day s from tlie 
tim e of the notice to show cause 
“ if any they have or can’’ why 
the final account of tlij rec'civer, 
apj)oin(ed by the court, “ should 
.not be approved and homologated 
and the funds di.stributcd in ac­ 
cordance therew ith,’* 
The notice 
bore the signature of the court 
clerk. 
What’s with this “ homologated.’* 
the lay man wants to know. Well, 
it’s like many another word the 
law u.se.s — perfectly good and 
l>erfectly 
proper. 
According 
to 
Web.stcr and a standard law dic­ 
tionary , it simply m eans to “ ap­ 
prove, confirm or allow.” 
What this particular public no­ 
tice was doing, 
then, 
was 
to 
notify all persons interested that 
they 
had 
ten 
day s “ to show 
cause.” otherwise the final ac­ 
count of the receiver would be ap­ 
proved Then such money as was 
available would 
be 
distributed. 
In the final analy sis it is the sub­ 
stance or meaning, rather than 
the precise legal form 
that

ployes who do indeed fit this dctinilion. But it 
would be unwise for us to be guided by th#

governs all. 
An economics professor. Jacob V'incr, is one 
who has spoken for this contention. He says 
fl'.ere are times when civil servants can save 
the bacon, for both the government and the 
nation. 
In the magazine Foreign .\ffairs, he ack­ 
nowledges at the outset that any president 
can gam a lot by drawing in the best brains 
from business, labor, the professions and the 
scholar’s world. With their flow of ideas and 
fresh enthusiasms, they shake up the estab­

Pills Don’t Produce 


Then the Food and 
Drug Administration 
takes a deep breath and continues with the 
diseases which Rev. Hargis’ pills are supposed 
to help: "Eczema, virus Infections, lung can­ 
cer. lydney diseases, 
diabetes, 
high blood 
pressuft, tuberculosis. lack of mental intelli­ 
gence. reducing, to promote health, beauty, 
radiant living, growHi, strength, and athletic 
ability, to feel young and full of pep, to b# 
calm and vibrant, for zest in living, to stay 
young and vital, to promote growth, prevent 
juvenile delinquency, and for other purposes. 
“These statements.’’ concludes 
Food 
and 
Drug, "are false and misleading, since th# 
articles are not adequate and effective for 
such diseases, conditions, and for » idi pur­ 
poses ’’ 
Food and Drug has warned Rev. Hargis 
and his 75.000 distributors, therefore, that 
"continued use" of Nutri-Bio sales material 
may subject them to federal prosecution. 
But though Rev. Hargis’ pills are as phony 
as most of his political propaganda, both 
have paid well. Long ago. Billy Jam es Hargis 
moved from the soapbox circuit to buy his 
own building in Tulsa, Okla.. as headquarters 
for his Christian Crusade. 
Note — Hargis’ advisory committee includes 
Congressman Jam es Davis of Gjorgia, Demo­ 
crat. Two other congressmen. Dale Alford of 
Little Rock, Democrat, and Noali Mason of 
Illinois, Republican, have praised Rev. Hargis.

Hi* views are authoritatively 
based 00 discussions be has had 
with men close to him. 
What he is reported to have said 
adds up to leadership but of a 
kind neither sensational nor ori­ 
ginal. It was that way in 1961. 
He apparently wants it that way. 
In foreign affairs he plans a 
steady plugging away at policies 
already established and, on do- 
estic problems, a mild and cauti­ 
ous attitude which some may think 
too mild and overly cautious. 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
once remarked to people around 
him that he does not want to be 
judged on the merit of some parti­ 
cular 
action 
but, 
when 
he 
is 
through, on tlie over-all value of 
events, past and ahead, seems to 
have pretty much the same view. 
While Prem ier Khrushchev at 67 
is 23 years Kennedy’s senior, it is 
the older man who sounds like a 
romantic, the younger, the one 
without illusions. 
W’hile Khrushcliev has predicted 
the triumph of communism like a 
man taking pep pills, Kennedy 
has repeatedly regarded the East- 
West struggle as long, bleak and 
rugged. 
This showed up again In the 
Palm Beach reports which said 
he thuiks the balance of power is 
on the side of the West—but per­ 
haps only marginally. 
Over the long run, he thinks 
the West can keep thr margin but 
not so much as to have full free­ 
dom of action. 
Otherwise, what came out of 
Palm Beach on his thinkuig about 
fo re ip affairs can be boiled down 
to this: That this country will fol- 
low the Truman-Eiseniiower poli­ 
cy of aiding newly emerged na­ 
tions. neutrals included, to help 
them stay free of Moscow. It will 
keep strong miliUrliy and stand 
with its allies. 
In other words: he’ll keep on 
doing in 1962 what he did in 1961. 
At home this year, as last, he 


has to deal with a Congress where, 
although his own Democrats are 
in a majority, the prevailing mood 
is and has been conservative. 
His own performance last year, 
in dealing with Congress, was 
pretty conservative, too. He did 
not fight hard enough for his pro­ 
grams to make anyone very mad 
at home 
His own explanation for this 
may have been revealed at Palm 


Beach: that while he considers 
his administration progressive, his 
progressive aims are tempered by 
reality. 
This could mean he did not 
spend time fighting Congress for 
something he didn’t think would 
be approved or that he did not 
want to make so many people 
mad at him on one issue that they 
would gang up to block him on 
something else.

guarantee a credit 12.5 times as 
large, or $500 million. 
Hiis is 
nearly four times what the U.S. 
government now has outstaning 
in student loans. Income from the 
USAF $40 million is expected to 
pay operating costs. 
As the USAF plan is now being 
organized, loans will be made 
available only to students who 
have completed their freshman 
year with good academic stand­ 
ing 
Each student may borrow 
up to $1.000 a year for three 
years. 
Repayment begins five 
months after graduation and is 
made to the lending bank. 
The average loan is expected to 
$500 a year or $1,500 for the 
three years. 
Repayment on such 
a loan would be ¿0.87 a month 
for 36 months, including 6 per 
cent interest. 
In contrastmg to this the pres­ 
ent U. S. government loan jrfan 
allows the student to borrow up 
to $5,000 during the entire period 
of hif higher education.

Whenever her soh is late getting 
home from a date, Mrs. G begins 
to worry. As she waits for the

ness, a car crash. 
When she seeks sympathy from 
Mr. G, she doesn’t get it. Irritated 
by the fear he feels in her he 
mumbles, "Oh, for goodni'ss sake, 
he’s probably having a ham on 
rye somewhere.” Then he turns 
over in bed to resume his inter­ 
rupted sleep. 
Nor when her tardy child makes 
his ap|)earance half an hour later 
does the boy show her worry any 
sympathy. By this time it has in­ 
creased to a point of such tearful 
reproach that it sparks 
resent­ 
ment in him. Instead of saying, 
“ I’m sorry, I should have plioiied 
you,” he says, "Oh, for crying 
out loud. Ma. let’s wait till the 
morning." 
The 
adolescent 
is 
impatient 
with excessive anxiety over his 
safety, suggesting as it does to 
him distrust of his ability to take 
care of himself. He will punish 
us for it by refusing us under­ 
standing and accejHance of our 
need for those relieving telephone 
calls. 
Those of us who suffer from 
this kind of panic over absent 
children may be able to use these 
words from "May Man Prevail,” 
a new book 
by 
psychoanalyst 
Erich 
Fromm: 
"Sane * thinking 
means not only to think of pos­ 
sibilities which are easy to recog­ 
nize but to think also of prob­ 
abilities.’’ 
It is always POSSIBLE that a 
late child has been delayed by 
disaster. The son over whom we 
arc so worried may indeed be 
lying broken under 
a 
wrecked 
car but in view of his driving 
skill and the relative Infrequency 
of car accident compaitKi with 
nonaccident, Uiis disaster is not 
PROBABLE. 
Constant worry over Ute un­ 


limited POSSIBILITIES of danger 
to an absent child isolates 
us 
from others’ sympathy. Tliough 
they are willing to comfort our 
fears of PROBABLE danger, they 
grow tired of trying to relieve 
fears of POSSIBLE ones. 
Like Mr. G and his son. they 
have learned that relieving us of 
fear of one possible danger will 
only result in our conjuring up 
anotlier one. So they leave ua 
alone with our unhealthy anxiety. 
Our husband turns his back on 
it and our resentful child con- 
tinue.s to somehow find himself 
always unable to make that sym­ 
pathetic and reassuring teleplion# 
call. 
As Ur. Fromm suggests, it is 
the obligation of sanity to register 
the difference between 
possible 
and probable dangers.

Xkbm areas, eaaght In a spiral o( growtli 
that magnifies their im>bleins almost daily, 
are being urged by some specialists in govern* 
ment to find new approaches to difficulties. 
For nearly three decades they have been 
bringing their troubles to Washington, arguing 
they could not get needed action from rural- 
dominated state legislatures. 


Nothing suggests this basic orientaticm la 
likely to be sharply altered in the near future.

And the proposed 
federal defwlment of urban affairs would 
tend to formalize and solidify this approach. 
Nevertheless, signs of change are < tevelop- 
ing. 


For long years, suburban sectors nwre often 
than not combined with rural zones to block 
city objectives in state legislatures. 
Experts say this old alignment is breaking 
down, that in many cases city and suburbs 
are making common cause and winning at 
the state capital. 


The underlying reason, th^y say, is that the 
increasing economic, political and social di­ 
versity of the 8ubuii)s has made them more 
and more like the “ central cities” and is giv­ 
ing them the same rash of pn^lems.

The average metropolitan area 
has 9 0 separate units of government. Many 
centers have hundreds. In the New York and 
Chicago regions the total ranges around 1,000. 
Co>ordinated efforts under such eircura* 
stances do not come easily, but the specialists 
insist they must. They warn particularly 
against communities trumpeting the doctrine 
of “ h«ne rule” to resist reasonable area- 
wide ^ngram s of development. 
The central cities alone obviously aren't 
equal to the tasks ahead. Many are losing 
population—and tax revenues. Some are 16s- 
ing business. Few are growing physically. In 
19 5040 decade, just 22 of 19 0 U.S. cities an­ 
nexed as much as 30 square miles. 
The nation’s urban regions are rich in peo­ 
ple. skills, and resources. They have the ca­ 
pacity to mount unified attacks upon their 
problems. 
Their potential leverage in state capitals 
grows as industry spreads and blurs the Unee 
between urban and rural sectors. 
The cities have made too many tripe over 
the well-worn path to Washington. 
In their 
wide metropolitan context, they need to redis­ 
cover self-help—and the means to finanoe it 


Washington Merry-Go-Round 
Ribicoff Itching for Senate Race 


(Editor’s Note — Drew Pearson today 
hands the brass ring, good for one free 
ride on the Washington Merry-Go-Round, 
to Abraham Ribicoff, secretary of health, 
education, and welfare.)

WASHINGTON—The first appointee to the 
Kennedy cabinet may be the first to go. 
Abe Ribicoff, former governor of Connecticut, 
and one of the early backers of John F. 
Kennedy for president, is reported itching to 
run for the Senate from Connecticut. 


W’hy a cabinet officer should desert one 
of the highest appointive positions in the na­ 
tion for the rough and tumble of the Senate, 
may puzzle some people, but the truth is 
that Ribicoff has not been entirely happy 
in the cabinet and the President, in turn, 
IS not as close to him as he is to Others. 
There are several reasons for this. 
One 
is that Ribicoff is so efficient that he doesn’t 
come around the White House much for ad­ 
vice. 
Another is that he has brought more 
finesvse than fire to his job, has become a 
conservative spokesman for the Kennedy ad­ 
ministration’s most liberal causes. This has 
dismayed the reformers who like their heroes 
to show more crusading spirit. 
But it has 
won the confidence of the conservatives who 
believe they can trust “ amiable Abe.” 
Even that implacable foe of welfare spend­ 
ing, Sen. Harry Byrd of Virginia, has de­ 
scribed Ribicoff as “ one of the ablest appoint­ 
ments to the cabinet I have known in recent 
years.” 
It takes more than personal charm, of 
course, to mellow the crasty old guard. But 
Ribicoff's politics are as smooth as his man­ 
ners; he knows instinctively whose back to 
slap and whose to scratch. 
If a key congressman needs a medical 
school or water pollution plant for his home 
district, Abe will try to get it for him. 
Pork-Barrel Politics 
No one grubs around in the pork barrel 
more than Sen. Bob Kerr, the Oklahoma oil- 
man. who would like to transfer everythuig 
but the Washington monument to his home 
state. 
Ribicoff is happily helping him grab 
any new projects that aren’t already nailed 
down. 
For he sees the bluff, blustery Kerr as 
the key to Senate approval of medical bene­ 
fits for the elderly. 
When Abe contemplates the battles ahead, 
he describes his vast federal domain as the 
“ d e f^m en t of controversy.” His critics refer 
to it as the “ department of compromise.” 
Indeed, “ amiable Abe” believes in what he 
calls “ the integrity of compromise.” He fore-

ed voluntary economies upon his department, 
for example, in order to convince the con­ 
servatives that he was no reckless spender. 
This may prevent them, as he sees it. from 
cutting his budget. But it has also trimmed 
the functions of such vital agencies as the 
Food and Drug Administration. 


Example: Because of his economies, a back­ 
log of nearly 1,000 untested chemical addi­ 
tives and preservatives are now on the mar­ 
ket. In the past, some have been found to 
be poisonous. 
Too Efficieat 
One reason Abe has drifted away from 
Kennedy is his care to keep out from under 
the President’s feet. 
Once he is given an 
assignment, he doesn’t come back for more 
consultation or bother the President about 
details until the job is done. 
When Cuban reUef was turned over t6 Ribi­ 
coff. the White House didn’t hear a word 
from him until he walked in with a program 
worked out to the last detail. 
Even a pro­ 
posed press release was written up. requiring 
only the President’s approval. 
At the 16 cabinet meetings and nine cabinet 
luncheons held this year, Ribicoff has held 
his tongue through the informal give-and-take. 
Usually he waits until the last to add his 
two cents’ worth, then he confines his re­ 
marks only to subjects that concern him. 
Ribicoff admires the Yankee ability to sup­ 
press emotion, likes to a p ^a r inscrutable. 
But behind his suave mask, friends say, he 
is as volatile as a Latin. Behind the closed 
doors of his sanctum, he is emotional, ex­ 
citable. voluble. 
But in public, he is always 
charming, assured, impeccable. 
Friends say Abe would like to win the 
Senate seat that Sen. Prescott Bush snatched 
away from him in 19 52, the only defeat in hia 
political career. 
But they also say he is 
eying the Senate as a better route to the 
Supreme Court, 
In the past, the attorney generalship haa 
been con.sidered a stepping stone to the Su­ 
preme Court, and Ribicoff was first in line 
for the job. But with his customary political 
savvy, he told President Kennedy; “ I don’t 
think a Catholic president should have a Jew­ 
ish attorney general ftnrcing the integration 
of Negroes upon white Protestants.” 
Ribicoff thought he could be more “ posi­ 
tive” as administrator of health, education, 
and welfare. 
But he didn’t anticipate the 
competition of his co-rellgionigt, Secretary of 
Labor Arthur Goldberg, who has become 
closer to the President. 


DES MOINES REGISTER: D.A.R. on Guard 
Against Reds,—Until the national defense com­ 
mittee of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution sounded the alarm, there was little 
public realization of the Communist menace 
that lurks in Chri.stmas cards. 
The committee is circulating a warning that 
UNICEF (the U. N. International Children’s 
Emergency Fund), an organization for the 
welfare of children, is promoting sale of 
Christmas cards associating the United Na­ 
tions and Christians. This might be an at- 
tem{)t to replace the religious aspect of Christ­ 
m as and might be part of “ a broader Com- 
munist plan to destroy all religious beliefs 
and customs,” the warning said. 
Many per;>ons agree with the D.A.R. group 
that there are too many non-religious Christ­ 
mas cards, but it is safe to say that few 
persons had thought of the Communist angle. 
Non • religious Christmas cards are quite 
common, and not all of them are put out by 
UNICEF. Some of them seem—until you look 
for the hidden motives—to be mere exercises 
of ingenuity by greeting card companies. Take 
that one that came last year from the insur­ 
ance man— 
“ Hope that Christmas finds you loaded” 
(over) “ with presents!” This may have had 
an unrealized significance. 
This iwts a new responsibility on the wife. 
5^e already has to check the list to see who 
sent cards last year, how expensive the cards 
were and whether the senders have changed 
their address. Now she will have to dieck 
the incoming cards to make sure none is 
tainted with anything but good old American 
commerciahsm. 


The Agony of Cuba 


The news from Cuba (as reported by exile 
aourses in Miami) sounds like a re-enactment 
of history: 
A major battle between an anti-Castro 
guerrilla army and 25,000 militia in central 
Cuba—scattered combat In other parta of 
the island—seizure by guerrillas of arms in 
garrison raids—killing of peasants who give 
aid to the revolutionists. 
As in the days when the Batista regime was 
tottering. It is difficult to sift fact from fiction 
or truth from wishful thinking. It may be that 
Castro’s grip on his people is not m unbreak­ 
able at it appears and may collapse like that 
of Batirta.’ 
More probably, It will not. for Castro still 
seems to have a broad baae of popular support 
Batista never had. 
One thing, however, is certain: The people 
of Cuba, who have suffered to much, wUl con­ 
tinue to suffer—whether from their “ jsotoctor” 
or their hoped-for liberators.

The World Today 
JFK ’ s First Year Full of Danger

WASHINGTON (A P)-The big- 
gest difference in the first White 
House year of Presidents Kenne­ 
dy and Eisenhower was in the 
kind of world they inherited. 
Eisenhower's 
first 
year 
had 
more day-Uniay headaches; Ken- 
nedy’a a more frightehing core of 
danger. 
At b<H¥)« Eisenhower had to 
contend with Sen. Joseph McCar­ 
thy and, overseas, with the Ko­ 
rean War. As a result of both 
tlw country was frustrated, tom 
•pert, full of suspicion. 
That whole year was a badly 
troubled one for the new Presi­ 
dent. 
Kennedy, in his first year, has 
had c< Hnparatively a mUd time 
of it a t home. The extreme right­ 
wingers were his only McCarthy- 
Uke problem. And so far they’ve 
been just a petty annoyance. 
But overseas, while he had no 
Korean War to settle, he had to 
face a situation far nx>re subtly 
perilous than Eisenhower encoun­ 
tered. 
When the latter became Presi­ 
dent in ^9 53 the United SUtes, 
with its hydrogen bomb, was still 
the most powerful nation. The 
Russians made trouble but n< g 
enough to risk a war. 
They didn’t have their first hy­ 
drogen blast until August, 1953. 
By the time Kennedy moved in 
this year, they not only had hy­ 
drogen bombs but the miasiles to 
deliver them. 
Thus the whole American-Rua- 
sian relationship was different for 
Kennedy. War, death and annihl- 
laticm now had 
an immediacy 
only imagined when Eisenhower 
todc over the White House. 
Eisenhower even got a tempo­ 
rary relief from Russian pressure 
—with Stalin’s death in March. 
1969—when the Kremlin leaders 
became 
more 
concerned 
with 
themselves than with the Ameri­ 
can President. 
It was the opposite for Kennedy, 
a s a result of Stalin’s death. By 
the time he took c^fiee Premier 
Khrushchev was the new, un-

challenged, and extremely self- 
confident Ruslan boss. 
There wat another difference, 
too. 
The old-fashioned Stalin, while 
he lived, relied more on muscle 
than he did on propaganda or 
persuasiveness. He pushed only 
where he thought he had a quick 
chance for gain, as in Korea and 
the Berlin blockade. 
So the heat from communism 
was limited for Eisenhower. Its 
real effort at the time, aside from 
the fighting against the French 
In Indo-China, was concentrated 
in Korea. 
The more Imaginative Khrush­ 
chev, able to feel more confident 
than Stalin because of his bombs 
and missiles, is poking at Kennedy 
around the world with propagan­ 
da. trade, aid. militant local Com­ 
munists. 
Through all this both Kennedy 
and Eisenhower have exhibited 
one trait in common: A well-con­ 
trolled restraint, a non-belliger­ 
ency, in dealing with their ad­ 
versaries at home and overseas.
